SEWERAGE SYSTEM.—Havana, Cuba.—Our correspon- 
dent informs us that the Ayuntamiento on Oct. 11 accepted 
plans for the sewerage and paving of Havana as pre- 
pared by’ the department of engineering, and will at once 
ask for bids. The contract is to be under the old Spanish 
laws, and the right of tanteo i@ to be reserved to Col. M. 
J. Dady, 350 Fulton St., Brooklyn, N. Y., who still has 
some rights in the contract as granted by Spain. The right 
of tanteo gives the holder the option of taking the con- 
tract at the lowest bid, though it may be that of another. 
The work will cost about $9,000,000. On Oct. 17 our cor- 
respondent wrote us as follows: A committee of the 
Ayuntamiento is preparing a form of contract for the 
construction of a sewerage system and street paving on 
the basis of the specifications prepared by the engineer 
department. As soon as this committee reports it is the 
intention fo call for bids, the plans to be shown in New 
York city for the inspection of intending bidders. There 
seems to be some doubt as to whether Colonel Dady is to 
have the right of tanteo or not. The opponents of Colo- 
nel Dady in the Ayuntamienfo claim that unless he can 
show that the plans as submitted by the engineering de- 
partment are a modification of his plans, he is not entitled 
to the right. The department desires plans and specifi- 
cations for pumping engines to be constructed for the sys- 
tem. Lieut. W. J. Barden, U Engrs., Ch. Engr. of 
Havana. Press reports state that the council is in favor 
of securing a loan of $25,000,000 from Senor d’Armas for 
public works. 

RAILWAYS, ELECTRICAL GOODS, ETC. — South 
Africa.—J. G. Stowe, U. S. Consul at Cape Town, in a long 
note to the state department, reports that there will be a 
large amount of new work contracted for in the next two 
years in the Orange River Colony and the South 
African Republic. Large amounts of supplies will be re- 
quired. For hundreds of miles the fences are down and 
are so badly twisted that they cannot be used again. Iron 
posts will also be required. The government must fence 
anew along the lines of the railways. The Imperial Gov- 
ernment is building railways from Pretoria and Johan- 
nesburg to the Orange River Colony border, and engines 
and cars will soon be needed. Over 1,000 freight cars have 
been ordered by the Cape colonial railways. A new rail- 
way is being built from Harrismith, Cape Colony, to con- 
nect with the Orange River Colony Ry., so that there will 
be two competing lines from the seaports in.Cape Colony 
and Natal to Johannesburg, breaking the monopoly of the 
Netherlands Ry. in the South African Republic, with its 
200% profit per year. The new railways will provide sid- 
ings for all the mines'in Johannesburg, these being very 
much needed. The bridges over streams and culverts have 
been destroyed, with few exceptions, and temporary struc- 
tures erected, and deviations of tracks to reach the lower 
levels were made. As a result, a demand for bridge mate- 
rial, such as girders, etc., may be expected. Electric and 
telegraphic materials and supplies will also be wanted. 
Coal machinery and household and house-building sup- 
plies will be needed. Lord Roberts in August ap- 
pointed an advisory committee to assist him in open- 
ing Johannesburg to trade to arrange for the re 
turn of the mining population and to arrange for 
the municipal administration. A large amount of 
electrical and other machinery will be required at an 
early date for the mines, cities, etc. New schemes will be 
taken in hand, new districts developed, and for these the 
machinery will be wanted at once. Orders for millions of 
dollars’ worth of new material will be given out in the 
next two years, not only for the mines but for towns, 
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which will increase rapidly in size. Mr. Stowe suggests 
that American firms send representatives to study the 
markets, ascertain its needs and bring samples with them, 
and not simply send catalogues or price lists. A large 
amount of American machinery is now in operation and 
is being maintained by American engineers, sent over for 
the purpose.

Girouard has given advance information concerning the 
amount of material wanted and the work to be done con 
the rebuilding of the South African railways to the Union 
Bridge Co., Broadway, New York; the Carnegie Steel 
Co., Pittsburg, Pa.; the Niles Tool Works, Niles, O., 3: 

Liberty St., New York; the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
Philadelphia, and the Lake Erie Engineering Co., Buffalo, 
N. Y. Jos. Westwood & Co., Ltd., Engrs. and Contractors, 
Napier Yard, Millwall, London, E., state that already over 
$500,000 worth of bridge work for the Uganda district 
alone has been let to Americans by the British govern- 
ment. Sir Walter Peace, Nata] Agent General, 26 Victoria 
8t., London, 8S. W., states that as time is important in all 
the contracts the work must be let to the bidders who will 
guarantee the quickest delivery. The Cape Town corre- 
spondent of the London “Daily Mail’’ reports that despite 
denials he learns that large orders for coal trucks to be 
used in the Transvaal have been placed in the United 
States, at prices for delivery, which are 20% below Eng- 
lish prices, while the Americans have contracted to deliver 
in half the time required by the English. The Transvaal 
military railways have placed an order for tank engines to 
the value of $1,250,000 with English firms, although the 
rices are 20% over American quotations. The great draw- 
> to English work is delay in delivery. The American 
Bridge Co., 100 Broadway, New York, is said to be figur- 
ing on a bid involving about 8,000 tons of bridge material. 
Bids for other bridge and railway work are being con- 
sidered both in London and in South Africa. U. S. Consul- 
General Stowe sends from Cape Town, Aug. 31, copy ot 
a circular issued by a Rand firm to mining companies, 
saying that, in view of the scarcity of rolling stock, the 
director of railways proposes the purchase in England or 
elsewhere of 15 60-ton engines of similar pattern to those 
recently ordered by the Natal Government Rys., the cost 
to be about $19,466 each; also of 200 30-ton flat-bottomed 
ateel trucks with bottom openings, of a type sultable for 
the conveyance of general goods, to cost about $1,946 or 
$2,433 each. Mr. Stowe adds: The chamber of mines has 
been discussing the question to the end that orders may 
at once be placed. Tenders have been asked for from 
United States manufacturers, and the bids are much lowe: 
than those from England. The time of delivery is also 
in favor of the former—13 weeks against about 6 months. 
A bill that is before the Legislatve Council and House of 
Assembly of Cape Colony, Cape Town, provides for ac- 
quiring, equipping and maintaining the following railways: 
Indwe Ry., Cape Collieries Ry., Oudtshoorn-Klipplaat Ry., 
Somerset East-King William's Town Ry., Mossel Bay-

not yet built to run from Kalabas Kraal or Malmesbury to 
Hepefield via Darling. For the purchase of these roads 
about $5,600,000 will be appropriated, and when the pre- 
liminaries are settled it is likely that larger sums will be 
expended in improving and extending the systems. The 
Boers are reported as continuing the tearing up of the rail- 
ways and cutting the telegraph and telephone wires in the 
Transvaal.
